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RISE IN COAL PRICES. 


ANXIETY IN DUBLIN. 
EFFECT ON THE POOR. 


VIEWS OF TRADERS AND 
SHIPOWNERS. 


It is difficult to judge whether the announce- 
ment that the Government have decided to raise 
the price of coal by 6s. & ton to the consumer 
has caused more surprise than indignation 
amongst’ those who will have to pay the in- 
creased demand, but there is no doubt whatever 
thet it has brought about a condition of per- 
turbation generally, and anxiety in the homes of 
the poor especially. In Dublin yesterday the 
offices of coal merchants were congested by ap- 
plicants for supplies, and the eagerness to place 
orders became so emphatic and the number of 
pre tive buyers so large that the merchants 
decided to close their offices at one o'clock. 
People waited in queves in the hope of booking 
orders at present prices, and found that it was 
impossible even to make sure of renee Hey 


supply ai all, and the orders that were ta 


were accepted, it is understood, subject to the 
existing price on the date of delivery. It is felt 
that the workers of Dublin will have to confront 
dismal problems of economy raised by this un- 
expectedly 'arge advance.

WAR OFFICE'S PURCHASE OF HIDES. 

As regards hides produced within the Empire, 
those, in most instances, were kept down in 
price by some form of requisition; but in the 
case. of free markets, such as existed in South 
America, it was a more difficult matter to make 
sure of large quantities of hides of the frigorifie 
and best saladero types at reasonable prices. 
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
